Thomson he was a wealthy real estate
dealer in Toronto until twelve ago
when he lost his fortune re
moved to Philadelphia where he tried un-

successfully to regain his footing Ho
came to New York three years ago and has
lived here most of the time since

Since he coma here Mr Thomson has
much time to the Canadian

John Weaver Philadelphia Sunday

Mayor Weaver landed hi New
twentyfive minutes 4 oclock With
him and Mr harden was former District
Attorney Georgo S Graham The Mayor
said that Mr Graham had not come along
with him intentionally but that they had
met on the train and journeyed together
because they were good friends Mr
Graham left Mayor Weaver and Mr

We are hero to consult with Mr Root
We aro in a hard tight it is so hard that I
have been surprised repeatedly at the ob
otlnacy and the boldness of the opposition-
But I am in it to light to a finish There
will be no surrender The question Is
whether or not Philadelphia shall have
iu public affairs ruled by the maTi who

elected to direct them or whether
man shall be a mere corporate tool

We have to win The cIty cannot b
beaten in a fight like this although it ia
possible for the brute force of those who
are trying to plunder the city to make aoma
headway Hgnlnst us at the start For-
tunately tho lines have been publicly drawn
and there is no opportunity as matters
stand now to disguise them The people-
aro roused to an intense degree and are
on the watch to put every man in the olaaa
in which he belongs No one could ever
have believed that the opposition would
ever be as insensible to popular Indigna-
tion and us greedy hi the foot of public
disapproval as it has But this much
Is certain nothing do will ores
those of us who are on the citys side to
change our preeent attitude

Mr Weaver was asked whether hli visit
to Now York was due to a fear that h
could not have an undisturbed and satis-
factory interview with Mr in Phila-
delphia as matter now smiled

After the Mayor and Mr Gordon had
gone into Mr Roots office which U with
his former partners Winthrop and Sthnaon
they were completely lot Inquirers TW
told that Mr was not in that Mayor
Weaver and Gordon had gone out

who did not know could dare saythat these
statements were not true At half past
six oclock Mr Root camo out of an office

on his own floor but at some distance

I have been in consultation for an hour

the issues in the present fight squarely
against one another for the first time
From now out tim fight will be a fight in
tho courts and every step will be legal
We have gone into the matter far enough
I think not only to have anticipated every
move that the other side may males but to
be ready to act aggressively

Politically the Mayor has several men
ores in mind which will be put into action
as fast as we are sure of their legality
which will decidedly shock and surprise
